New Oxford had the largest crowd 
in its history Thursday evening when 
it celebrated Independence Day with a 
Hag raising and parade. 
It was the 
most pretentious event ever staged in 
th a t town, and was the idea of Joseph 
ll. Himes, a form er resident, now sue* 
ccssfully engaged in business in C an­ 
ton, Ohio. 
Mr. Himes had donated to the town 
a IOO foot steel Hag pole, and a large 
flag. 
In addition lie paid all of the 
expenses of July Fourth, 
including 
the bands, decorations, and so on. 
The crowd literally numbered in 
thousands, and the people came from 
all parts of Adams County and from 
neighboring * sections.

was 
the 
main celebration of the day iii this 
neighborhood, the weather conditions 
were ideal, and the affair had been ex* 
tens!rely advertised. 


The pr.nc’pal address was made by 
Mr. Himes, wnosc theme was natural­ 
ly a patriotic, one. 
He was introduc­ 
ed by W. ll. Emitter!. Other speeches 
were made by Prof. J. Louis Sawers 
and J. A. Cashnun, the burgess. 
Mr. Himes was warmly thanked by 
the people of the community for his 
interest and generous gift and for 
m aking the celebration possible. 
T here were five bunds of music—

Also in the line were

LomloiY, July 5—By a great sur­ 
prise attack on the German 
lines, 
planned especially as a celebration of 
American Independence Day, A ustra­ 
lian troops have wrested from the 
Germans the village of Hamel, east 
of Amiens, occupies! V&ire and Hamel 
Woods, south of the ullag e and cap­ 
tured more than 4*560 prisoners. The 
Australians advanced under the cover 
of a smoke barrage and were led by 
tanks in the breaking of the enemy’s 
line over a front of more than four 
miles. 
The attack penetrated a mile 
and a half into the German positions. 
The British W ar Office h*R announc­ 
ed th at American troops participated 
in the attack. 
This is the first time 
they have appeared in this part of the 
battle area. 
The French also have struck sav­ 
agely against the German lines, this 
time cutting through the enemy ranks 
near the town of Ant rebbes, south of 
Moulin Sous-Touvent, where on Tues­ 
day night they won a local success 
and captured 
prisoners. 
Here 
the 
Germans lost 1,066 prisoners. 
In both operations the Allies have 
Improved their positions by gaining 
rather high ground, which can be 
readily 
defended 
if 
the 
Germans 
launch their expected offensive. 
A t the saute time that the British, 
French and Americans were attack­ 
ing the enemy, the Italians continued 
to advance in the area near the mouth 
of the Piave. 
Scattered machine-gun 
emplacements have been cleaned out, 
while light boats from the Italian Navy 
have entered the lagoons on the left 
flank of the A ustrian 
armies 
and 
given valuable assistance to the land 
foyres. 
The Italians also have won 
ground in the San Lorenzo Valley, 
east of the Bren ta River.

SEEKING A NEW PASTOR 


Following 
the prayer 
service of 
First Lutheran church, Chambers­ 
burg, W’ednesday evening a congrega­ 
tional meeting 
was held to take ac­ 
tion on the matters following the re­ 
signation of the pastor, 
Rev. J. C. 
Nicholas, who has goos to Newport

Mr. Nicholas* resignation 
and

congregation threatened. 
At Wednesday night’s meeting the 
spirit of harmony was 
more mani­ 
fest. A fter Rev. Dr. J. A. Ringmas­ 
ter, president of the theological semi­ 
nary 
at Gettysburg, had conducted 
the prayer service the business meet­ 
ing was held. 
T. Z. Minehart 
was 
elected 
chairman 
and James 
A. 
Hamilton secretary'. 
Henry Martin, acting secretary of 
the church council, 
read a telegram 
received from Mr. Nicholas on Tues­ 
day, in which he resigned flatly. 
In 
the telegram he mentioned Galatians 
6:18—“The spirit 
of peace be with 
you all.* 
A motion to accept the resignation 
was passed and then a provision was 
added, that the departing pastor be 
given two months salary. This was 
also passed without debate. 
A motion was then made and pass­ 
ed. This recites that the members of 
the church council had resigned in a 
manner unlawful by church statutes. 
The motion calls upon the resigning 
councilmen 
to take up 
their work, 
where they left 
off, and to meet in 
regular session next 
Monday night. 
The congregation also instructed the 
council to set to work to secure a new 
pastor. 
Dr. Singmaster, when called upon, 
stated that he would assist the coun­ 
cil in securing a pastor for the vacan­ 
cy, giving all the members some good 
advice as to how they shall act dur­ 
ing the process of securing a preach­ 
er and also after the 
pastor is ob­ 
tained.
